Prepare for Action 


IROM the Bureau of Animal Industry, United 

States Department of Agriculture, comes a 
pamphlet entitled Stallion Enrollment and the 
Horse-Breeding Situation, by S. R. Speelman, 
Associate Animal Husbandman. Under the sub- 
head “The Breeding Situation and Production 
Outlook,”” Mr. Speelman says: 

On January 1, 1938, the number of horses on farms 
in the United States, as estimated by the Crop Report- 
ing Board of the Bureau of Agricultural Economics, was 
11,163,000. This was a decrease of 282,000, or 2.5 per 
cent, from the number on farms on January 1, 1937. 
The reduction in total numbers of horses during 1937 
was larger than in 1936, despite the fact that more colts 
were raised in 1937 than in 1936. It was due primarily 
to unusually high death losses in a number of states, 
many of which were caused by equine encephalomye- 
litis. 

A table included in the publication shows that 
on January 1, 1938, there were 727,000 foals less 
than one year old in the United States, an in- 
crease of 36,000 over the total a year earlier. But 
despite a 5 per cent increase in the number of 
foals, there was a 2.5 per cent decrease in total 
numbers. 

Mr. Speelman quotes Dr. H. A. Seidell, chief of 
the Division of Animal Industry, Iowa Depart- 
ment of Agriculture: 

The demand for market horses was reduced by the 
fear of encephalomyelitis during the late summer and 
fall. 

He quotes also Dr. W. H. Hendricks, Utah State 
Veterinarian: 

The equine encephalomyelitis situation as it has af- 
fected our State and surrounding states seems to have 
had an influence on the horse breeding program. Quite 
a number of farmers have purchased tractors and there 
seems to be at the present time an increase in the 
sale of tractors. Farmers who cannot afford to pur- 
chase tractors are breeding from grade stallions. There 
is an effort to popularize the standing of pure-bred stal- 
lions and to produce horses for farm work and for mar- 
ket, but that effort seems to be meeting with some op- 
position and indifference. 

We believe that if we can get some solution to our 
encephalomyelitis problem that we can exert a whole- 
some influence on horse breeding in Utah. 

Encephalomyelitis has become a problem de- 
manding a cooperative effort toward its solution. 
It has already destroyed many thousands of dol- 
lars worth of work stock. Next year, if it is al- 


lowed to proceed unchecked, it will probably in- 
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vade the ranks of Thoroughbreds and bring about 
great losses. Further, it is now established that 
if we allow the disease to persist in horses we are 
guilty of propagating a virus deadly also to 
human beings. 

While there is yet time to assemble facts and 
make plans well in advance of the next appear- 
ance of the disease, which will come next summer, 
we hope that various organizations—veterinary 
societies, boards of health, farmers, breeders’ as- 
sociations, race tracks, racing commissions—will 
get down to brass tacks in considering what they 
must do about encephalomyelitis. Next year we 
must be prepared for drastic measures. 

We would suggest that the National Association 
of State Racing Commissioners give a prominent 
place on its winter program to a consideration 
of the encephalomyelitis problem, with a view to 
bringing about universal vaccination of horses in 
training.

| Bas week Senator Joseph F. Guffey, perceiv- 
ing that Moses L. Annenberg is too big for 
Pennsylvania to handle, asked Attorney General 
Homer S. Cummings to see what he could do. 
Mr. Cummings has been asked before. He must 
have been asked many times. He was cautious 
enough in his reply to the Senator. His depart- 
ment was investigating “to determine whether or 
not any Federal law has been violated.” Pre- 
sumably we need not wait for further develop- 
ments from this quarter. 

We are now returned almost to the point where 
we stood some twenty-odd years ago, when a 
Federal law in restraint of wire service for hand- 
book betting was before the Congress. At that 
time influential persons representing the sport of 
racing enlisted against the bill, helped bring 
about its defeat. This time things are different. 
The issue is now between Federal control and An- 
nenberg control. Or rather, that would be the 
issue if we had not already endowed Mr. Annen- 
berg with enough millions to prevent the issue 
arising.

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A Trainers Diary 
By Venture All 


General Advice to New Trainers 


HEN you arrive at your barn in the morn- 
ing, the first thing of importance is to see 
whether all your men and boys are on the job 
and ascertain their condition. Greet each one 
with a cheerful, brisk good morning, and if any- 
thing is wrong physically or temperamentally 
with any of them, set them straight about it, 
and see that each one is snapping into his work. 
Some of the men may have developed over night 
a quarrel which amounts to nothing funda- 
mentally, but which bulks large in their minds 
until settled with a few words from the trainer. 
After you ascertain that all the men are on 
the job, you should go into the stall of each 
horse, noticing how much hay he left in his rack 
over night, whether he cleaned up his morning 
feed of grain, feeling each of his ankles and legs 
for fillings or fever, and noting his general ap- 
pearance. Very often the horse put away ap- 
parently sound and well the night before will be 
found to have a filled leg on examination next 
morning, or by his lack of brightness will show 
the trainer that something is amiss. Whenever 
a horse looks dull at the morning inspection, or 
has left his feed (if this is not usual with him), 
his temperature should be taken at once to be 
sure he is not sick. Many stables have a prac- 
tice of taking the temperatures of every horse 
in the barn every morning. This is all right, of 
course, but not necessary in all cases, or if the 
trainer is experienced he will note any sick horse 
almost as surely as will a thermometer. 

Every trainer should decide the day before 
what horses will make up his first set, and which 
boy will ride each horse, and should leave orders 
in accordance at the barn the night before. 
There will be no delay in getting horses ready 
to go out for the first set when this procedure 
is followed, and the only necessity will be to 
see that each horse has on him just the equip- 
ment you desire. No matter how long your 
hostlers have been with you, nor how many 
times you have told them to put such and such 
on a particular horse, there are times when they 
just won’t remember extra equipment. 

Never allow your men to saddle up ahead of 
the time you are ready to go to the track with 
a set. Nothing upsets a nervous horse more 
than bcing saddled and “girted up,” and then 
tied up and obliged to stand in his stall waiting 
to go out. Particularly is this so when horses 
are tight and on knife edge. Give your saddling 
orders when you see that all your hostlers have 
their horses cleaned and groomed ready for 
saddling. Be sure that they pick out the horses’ 
feet before they put the boys up, as they often 
forget to do so. When the boys are up and the 
horses are led into the shed, have a hurried look 
at each to see if the bridles are too tight, or too 
loose, their nose-bands too high or too low, or 
too loose or too tight, their martingales prop- 
erly put on, and note whether the saddles are 
properly placed, and don’t let any boy pull a 
girth too tight. Also you will always have to 
watch your throatlatches. Men seem never to be

Thoroughbred takes up a lot of room in the 
throttle when he bows his neck, and the throat- 
latch must always be left loose enough not to 
bind him. This is also the time to note whether 
the one you wanted blinkers on has the right 
pattern of blinkers, and if each horse has the 
kind of bit he should have. It is always the 
trainer’s responsibility to remember these things. 
Often the men will remember, but sometimes 
the one who usually has his tack perfect will 
come up with everything wrong, just as if he 
were a green man. The trainer must watch his 
men as carefully as his horses. 

When your horses start’ to the track, accom- 
pany them on a pony, if possible, if not, afoot. 
See that the boys take their work seriously, and 
not as a lark, and insist on their being quiet 
themselves, and keeping their mounts quiet, and 
keeping the set all together. When you have 
your set on the track, turn it out and stand the 
horses, and then give your last-minute orders 
to each boy as to what he is to do with his 
mount. This gives little opportunity for him to 
forget what it was you wanted him to do. If 
you have any boy who is dull or prone to mis- 
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takes, repeat your orders to him, or ask him 
what he is supposed to do. 

Always have your horses stand far enough 
apart so that none will be kicked, and have them 
all go away at the same time. This should be 
at a walk, from which they will break into a 
jog, and from that into a canter. A set of horses 
should stay together, not straggle all over the 
track, nor should one get a quarter-mile ahead 
or behind the others, unless there is some good 
reason for it. Never allow a boy to gallop your 
horses on the outside rail. Keep them well down 
into the track, always allowing plenty of room, 
however, between where he is galloping and the 
inside rail, for working horses to pass. It is 
my opinion that horses should gallop at a brisk 
pace, but not at a two-minute gait, as I often 
see them go. Galloping too slowly does not de- 
velop the running muscles enough, and if I am 
+ going to make any mistake, I would prefer to 
make it on the fast side. 

Caution your boys to pull up your horses after 
their gallops down the track, and then jog or 
walk them toward the outside of the track be- 
a fore stopping and turning out. Boys pulling 
up should always watch behind them to see if 
they are in the way of any oncoming horses. 
Continually warn your boys to be alert when 
galloping or working on the track, as there are 
a thousand ways to get horses and riders in- 
jured if vigilance is not maintained persistently. 
Horses are constantly throwing their riders and 
dashing madly back to the gap headed for the 
barn, and they don’t care which way of the 
track they run. Some animals are likely to prop 
and wheel anywhere on the track, and if your 
boy is not alert, or has his head down, he and 
your horse may be the victims of a crash that 
will injure or even kill one or both of them. 

After your gallop is over, walk your set back 
to the gap and turn them out and make them all 
stand quietly, before going off the track. Make 
them walk home as quietly as possible, but do 
not allow any boy to fight with his mount just 
because he is a “good feeler’’ and wants to kick 
up and play going and coming from the track. 
This is just as much a part of the character of 
some horses as breathing is, and you will only 
do them injury to try to curb them by kicking, 
cussing, and snatching them. 
> In fine weather, or very hot weather, it may 

be desirable to wash your horses when they re- 
turn to the barn. Be sure that your men do not 
allow them to stand too long wet and uncovered, 
and never allow the horses to stand in draughts. 
In cold weather a blanket should be slipped over 
your horse’s loins at once and the groom should 
rub him out and prepare him for walking with 
the blanket on him. If there is any wind and 
the horse is hot and the weather cool, put a sur- 
cingle around his blanket. If no air is stirring, 
he may not need a surcingle even on a right cold 
morning. Each day and condition is a new situ- 
ation, and must be met by the trainer with com- 
mon sense and judgment, and if he is wise he 
will not leave the decision to his hostlers. 


It is well to take the time a horse starts walk- 
ing to cool out, but don’t let the clock alone tell 
you when to put him in. He is ready to go into 
his stall when he is cool, neither sooner nor 


later, and you can tell when he is in that condi- 
tion by running your hands over his back and 
sides, under his belly, and across his breast. If 
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you have any new hot-walkers, be sure that they 
do not water your hot horse too rapidly, or fail 
to give him water enough, which is almost as 
bad. 

After your horses come in from their work 
and have been put away, go over any of those 
which have worked, or any of them which have 
bad or suspicious legs to see what the work did 
to the injuries or the sound legs. Always look 
for little cuts and see that they are “blued up,” 
as your men will miss them much more often 
than they will see them. After you have ascer- 
tained the condition of your bad legs, and your 
good ones, give each rubber instructions what to 
put on them, how to apply it, and if you want 
cotton and bandages on, say so. If there is to 
be any painting or blistering done, I would ad- 
vise the trainer to do it himself. Unless he 
knows the painting was done properly he will 
not know whether the horse is responding to 
treatment properly. 

See to it that each rubber has _ properly 
cleaned and bedded the stall during the time the 
horse was out of the stall. Since straw is very 
expensive in the North and the far South now- 
adays, if you don’t insist that your hostlers 
throw out only the soiled bedding, your feed 
bills will mount unnecessarily. It is much 
easier to throw a lot of it away and put in new 
straw than it is to go through all the bedding 
and throw away only what should be discarded, 
and since the hostler is not paying for the bed- 
ding, he saves his back at the expense of his 
employer's purse. 

Always inspect the feed the dealer delivers to 
you, and if it is not up to grade, don’t let him 
unload it, but return it for what you want. The 
dealer will expect you to pay for it, and he will 
charge you the price of first-class feed, so you 
may as well get what you pay for. Bad feed 
only results in undernourishment of your horses, 
as they will quit eating poor hay and oats. 

Be kind to your men, but also be firm and de- 
mand that they take the proper care of their 
horses. Unless you keep after the average groom 
he will be slack in his work, failing to keep his 
stalls clean, and will rub his horses with a rag 
instead of with two brushes. Always insist on 
a rubber using plenty of “elbow-grease” in ap- 
plying the mane brush and the body brush, the 
latter especially. Only the body brush will take 
out the lint and dust that is in a horse’s coat, 
while the rag will wipe off the surface only. 
Also demand that your men be quiet and kind to 
their horses. If they are continually scolding 
and fighting your horse, he will soon go off form, 
and his disposition will become sour. No very 
loud-mouthed rubbers should be employed with 
horses. 


When you have your horse fit and ready, pick 
out a race that suits him, and run him. It is a 
mistake to pick the race first, for in that case 
one will usually run the horse before he is ready. 
Run your horses where they belong, if you want 
to win races, and if they can’t win in the class 
you expected them to win in, drop them to a 
lower one, as race horses are worth only what 
they can earn.

France's Cambridgeshire Monopoly 


ONDON, October 17.—Notwithstanding the 

surprising, and in a sense humiliating result 
of the Cambridgeshire Stakes, it must be placed 
on record that the racing during the second Oc- 
tober week was of the very best. In fact, I can- 
not remember a meeting at headquarters when 
the interest was so well sustained throughout the 
four days. No doubt a great factor in the ex- 
cellence of the sport was the perfect condition 
of the going. The grand Rowley Mile track has 
never afforded better. 


I shall never see a prettier race or a more 
stirring finish than that which the Cambridge- 
shire provided. Two furlongs from home, there 
were 11 of the 29 starters with chances—Doma- 
ha, Carlisle, Zaimis, Khasnadar, Couvert, Hel- 
leniqua, Edgehill, Desiderio, Le Ksar, Golden 
Sovereign, and Gainly. Of this company, five 
ran on in the most game and dour fashion. 
Under the stand rails were the little mare Hel- 
leniqua, the gigantic Khasnadar, and Edgehill. 
On the far side of the wide course, Domaha and 
Couvert were having a battle to themselves. As 
they flashed by the judge, no one in the stands, 
and not one of the jockeys on the leading four, 
could say for certain which had won. The judge 
ruled that Helleniqua had held off the challenge 
of Khasnadar and won by a head; that Domaha 
Was a similar distance away third, Couvert fourth, 
and Edgehill fifth. I cannot dispute the fairness 
of the verdict of a most able official, but there 
were plenty of people present who were not in 
agreement. It would certainly seem that the 
time is ripe for the introduction of the apparatus 
for photographing finishes on our tracks, and 
particularly at Newmarket, where the angle 
from the chief stands is extremely deceptive. 

The humiliating part of the race lies in the 
fact that the first three were bred, reared, and 
raced in France, and the first two are trained 
in that country. Helleniqua is a 5-year-old mare 
by Agathos (by *Stefan the Great) out of Hal- 
late, by Pilliwinkie out of Halte, by Garvarni 
III. As the purists point out, she carries three 
crosses of St. Simon, but these same purists 
would have smiled had the fact been remarked 
upon during the paddock inspection before the 
race. Standing only 14.3 hands high, Helleniqua 
was the meanest-looking member of the whole 
field. Twenty-four hours before the Cambridge- 
shire, her owner-breeder, Jacques Meller, who 
had never run a horse in this country before, 
offered to sell the mare for 450 guineas with her 
big race engagement! The offer was declined 
with thanks by the agents of both Martin Ben- 
son and Sir Victor Sassoon. But, like many 
others of these French-bred horses, Helleniqua 
is tough, and her good action and great courage 
compensates for her lack of inches. Although 
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she had won no fewer than 14 races in her na- 
tive land, she was in this race with only 93 
pounds, a burden that was increased by three 
pounds by the overweight declared by her jockey. 
Her victories had been in minor events in the 
south of France, and the result showed that she 
had not been “thrown in’ by the Newmarket 
handicapper. In fact, it was a remarkably well 
framed handicap and in my view it was just that 
extra toughness of the French-breds that carried 
them to the fore. I must not omit to praise the 
young French jockey, B. Guimard, who rode the 
winner and covered himself with glory. He had 
never been over the Newmarket course before, 
and the track is notoriously difficult for new- 
comers. 

Just as Helleniqua was the smallest in the 
field, her compatriot Khasnadar was by far the 
tallest and most imposing. A. K. Macomber’s 
4-year-old son of *Kantar stands a shade over 
17 hands, and although he seems a bit leggy, he 
is a splendid mover. No doubt he would have 
won by half a length or so had there been an- 
other 50 yards to cover, though if we are think- 
ing of making excuses it may be urged that 
Domaha, drawn on the extreme outside of the 
field, was the unlucky horse of the race. The 
Middleham-trained 4-year-old son of Vatout ran 
a wonderfully good race, and Gordon Richards, 
who rode him, and who knows this course inside 
out, thought that he had just ‘“‘pipped’’ Gardner 
on Couvert, and won. Couvert’s rider was of a 
different opinion—he thought he was first. 


It was a marvelous race for the books. The 
winner had been practically ignored in the ante- 
post market, and was quite unconsidered in the 
double event wagers in the Cambridgeshire and 
Cesarewitch. A great many Frenchmen came 
over to see the race, and some of them saved 
their stakes on the heavily backed Khasnadar 
and Quartier Maitre by having a trifle on the 
winner, which accounts for the fact that she 
started at no more than 50 to 1. The tote win 
dividend was equivalent to 130 to 1. What with 
the scratching of the hot ante-post favorite 
Michoumy and this turn-up, the winter’s keep 
of our bookmaking friends seems pretty well 
assured, no matter what wins the Cesarewitch. 


Foxbrough's Middle Park 


HERE were a number of events of absorbing 

interest during the week in addition to the 
big handicap. The 2-year-old races were full of 
instruction, and particularly the six-furlong Mid- 
dle Park Stakes, which was won in capital style 
by the American-bred Foxbrough II, an own 
brother to Gallant Fox, by *Sir Gallahad III out 
of Marguerite. I wrote at some length about 
William Woodward's strapping colt when he 
made his winning debut a fortnight ago, and he 
now confirmed all the good things I said about 
him. He had clearly benefited from his earlier 
experience, and carried less lumber. There were 
10 runners for the Middle Park, and Foxbrough 
started a better favorite than Rogerstone Castle 
(the colt previously raced unnamed by Mr. Jinks 
out of Apple Ring), Cockpit, and Blue Peter. 
It was the last named which made the best fight 
of it with the American colt, but Foxbrough 
stayed on up the hill in the fashion of a top- 
notcher to win by a length and a half, with 
Rogerstone Castle three lengths away third, Cos- 
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mopolitan fourth, Cockpit fifth, and Titan sixth. 
This, in my submission, is the best 2-year-old 
form of the season, and Foxbrough is sure to be 
installed winter favorite for the Derby. If all 
goes well with him, in a training sense, he will 
be a worthy favorite. 

Blue Peter is a very nice chestnut colt by Fair- 
way out of Fancy Free, owned by Lord Rose- 
bery. He also will enter classic calculations, 
though I see no reason why he should improve 
any more than Foxbrough is likely to do. Roger- 
stone Castle, as his breeding suggests, will never 
make a stayer, and the upstanding Cosmopolitan, 
although he will no doubt win more nice races 
for His Majesty, is not in the first flight. Cock- 
pit was here clearly shown to be no world 
beater, and the stable estimate that Titan, owned 
by Lord Rosebery, is inferior to Blue Peter was 
borne out in the race. The question that every- 
one is asking is whether Foxbrough is the 
superior of Captain Boyd-Rochfort’s other crack, 
the unbeaten Panorama. I should say that over 
five furlongs Panorama is the better; over six 
furlongs it would be even money; but next year, 
over a mile and upwards, Foxbrough is sure to 
beat the son of Sir Cosmo. 


More 2-Year-Olds 


‘\THER winners of juvenile events at New- 
market last week must be mentioned. P. 
Dunne’s unbeaten gelding Portobello (by Port- 
law) registered his fifth success in the five-fur- 
long Clearwell Stakes, landing the odds laid on 
him with ridiculous ease. He would make a 
race of it with Panorama over five furlongs. 

Major J. S. Courtauld, who I am sorry to say 
is not enjoying the best of health and who has 
decided in consequence to sell all of his horses in 
training at the end of the season, took the 
Cheveley Park Stakes with the filly Seaway (by 
Fairway out of Cachalot, by Hurry On). Sea- 
way started at 20 to 1, but there was no fluke 
about the way in which she beat Lord Derby’s 
Aurora (by Hyperion) and R. S. Clark’s Galatea 
II (by Dark Legend). Among the unplaced in 
a field of 13 were such good fillies as Money 
Down, Dolabellissima filly, Snow White, and 
Bonaroba. 

A welcome change of luck for Lord Astor 
came with the success of Scenery, a brown filly 
by Biribi out of Picture, by Gainsborough, in the 
six-furlong Bretby Stakes. The youngster stayed 
on better than Lord Derby’s odds-on favorite 
Easy Going, and beat her half a length. Last 
of the four runners in this race was J. H. Whit- 
ney’s American-bred Where Away, a daughter 
of Whichone out of Ship of War. 

In the six-furlong Prendergast Stakes, An- 
thony de Rothschild’s speedy Tetratema colt, 
Prometheus met his Waterloo, finishing unplaced 
in a field of nine to Esmond Harmsworth’s colt 
His Highness, a son of Hyperion. The Aga 
Khan’s filly Yakimour (by *Blenheim II) was 
runner-up and J. E. Widener’s colt Caxton (by 
*Sickle) third. 


Stakes For Older Horses 


M OST coveted, but not the most valuable of 
L the prizes for the seniors was the Jockey 
Ciub Cup, run over the Cesarewitch 21, miles. 
The race was worth only £595 to the winning 
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owner, who proved to be lucky Peter Beatty. His 
French-bred 3-year-old Foxglove II (by Fox- 
hunter out of Staylace, by *Teddy) won with 
great ease by four lengths from the Cesare- 
witch hope Dubonnet (by Papyrus), with Sultan 
Mahomed third, Buckleigh fourth, and Valerian 
last of five. I could not understand why Fox- 
glove II was not entered for the Cesarewitch. 
He would have been an ideal candidate, and in 
my opinion could hardly have been weighted out 
of the race. 


Sir Abe Bailey won the first race of the meet- 
ing, the seven-furlong Autumn Handicap, with 
the 3-year-old Caerloptic, and the _ victory 
strengthened faith in the Cambridgeshire chance 
of Ramtapa. In a trial gallop the previous 
week-end, Ramtapa had beaten Golden Sover- 
eign, Caerloptic, and others out of sight, but 
apparently he will not reproduce his home form 
on the race course. At all events, in the Cam- 
bridgeshire Golden Sovereign finished well in 
front of him. 

The Limekiln Stakes (114, miles) was won 
cleverly by half a length by G. F. Hartigan’s 
improved French-bred 3-year-old Pappageno II 
(by Prince Rose). Dardanelles II and Hesperian 
were respectively second and third, with Glen 
Loan, Monument, Merry Call, and Fair Copy 
behind. It seems that Fair. Copy, which started 
at even money, has had all the racing he wants. 

Sir John Jarvis took the Newmarket Oaks 
(1% miles) with that very nice filly Faerie 
Queene (by Solario out of Rose of England, by 
*Teddy). Among the unplaced was Stafaralla, 
which was supported as though she had shown 
herself back in form. She looked well, but ran 
without fire. 

Marcel Boussac’s 3-year-old Apollonius (by 
Asterus) struck another blow for France when 
upsetting the gamble on Colourful and winning 
the Scarbrough Stakes (11! miles). The Visit- 
ors’ Handicap (114 miles) was taken by James 
V. Rank’s Cesarewitch candidate Black Speck in 
a terrific finish with Colorado Boy and Aris- 
tocracy. Fet finished fourth and Punch un- 
placed. Punch rapped himself in the course of 
the race, and the mishap will prevent his running 
in the Cesarewitch, a race he won last year. I 
thought that Fet looked and ran very well, and 
I am sure he will run a good race in the big 
handicap on October 26. I prefer him to Black 
Speck, which, in my opinion, will not stay the 
severe Cesarewitch trip. 

Old Reliance consolidated his claim to be con- 
sidered the best 3-year-old in training over six 
furlongs by winning the Challenge Stakes, 
though it was only by a head that H. G. Bla- 
grave’s gelding beat the Aga Khan’s filly Ann 
of Austria. Another good sprinting perform- 
ance was that of Mrs. Benson's 3-year-old St. 
Swithin (by Apple Sammy), which beat 13 
rivals in the Exning Welter. 

There were only four runners for the one-mile 
Select Stakes, and Sir George Bullough’s hand- 
some 5-year-old Daytona easily repeated the 
success gained in the corresponding race 12 
months ago. With odds laid on, he won in a 
canter by four lengths from another good-looker, 
Major Bardwell’s 4-year-old Puzzler, with Flag 
of Truce a moderate third. It is a pity that 
Daytona was not allowed to take his chance in 
the Cambridgeshire. The big son of Fairway 
would surely have given the Frenchmen more 
to do.

Leader Picking 


ERHAPS its something of an oddity that, 
after a season of racing is over, we should 
need to have balloting to determine the leaders in 
the various divisions. You’d think the racing it- 
self might decide that. But Turf and Sport 
Digest’s “best horses poll’ is out again, which is 
another reminder that winter is on us, even if it 
does seem that someone forgot to turn the heat 
off in Kentucky. Four divisions are included in 
the poll: 2-year-old colts, 2-year-old fillies, 3-year- 
olds, all ages. Last year the selections were, re- 
spectively, Menow, Jacola, War Admiral, and 
War Admiral. When you consider that, at this 
time last year, nothing had been heard from 
Lawrin, Stagehand, Pasteurized, or Thanksgiving, 
and not much from Cravat or Bull Lea, the 1937 
selection among the 2-year-olds looks pretty 
sane, for Menow and Jacola have done better, at 
three, than any of the horses that were prom- 
inent at two. Anyone objecting to the choice of 
War Admiral may report for medical examina- 
tion. If this year’s selections are as accurate a 
guide to next year’s form, Turf and Sport Digest 
should be very well pleased with its electorate. 
Among this year’s 2-year-old colts, I suppose 
El Chico is already in by a landslide. There 
is some doubt concerning his possible staying 
ability, but that’s not the point this season. Un- 
defeated in seven starts, and with victories over 
most of his more prominent rivals, the John P. 
Grier colt certainly is the juvenile standout. But 
the going is tough in the other groups. 


Fillies 


F there’s another Jacola or a Merry Lassie 

concealed among this season’s 2-year-old fil- 
lies, it doesn’t appear on the records. To be sure 
there were Charlotte Girl, Sweep Patrice, and 
Oddesa Beulah early in the season, each run- 
ning up seven victories in a hurry, but they lost 
the habit later. Charlotte Girl pulled up lame in 
August and was retired, but there was some in- 
dication that her best form was over. Smart 
Crack looked like a good filly in six undefeated 
starts, but she went under last Saturday to Cien- 
cia after having a big lead in the early furlongs. 
Heather Time did pretty well in New England, 
but there weren’t many good 2-year-olds in New 
England to argue about it. Big Hurry, Dinner 
Date, Donita M., and Inscoelda have piled up very 
respectable earnings, but when you run the Se- 
lima, Spinaway, Matron, Demoiselle, Lassie 
Stakes, and so on, you’re bound to turn up with 
some heavy money-winners; they can’t all lose. 

I suppose the sensible choice is Hauca, win- 
ner of three sensational races in mid-summer, 
because since Hauca fell and was destroyed in 
the Spinaway Stakes, she can never turn out to be 
a blank. However, after a quick glance around, 
this observer picks Inscoelda, out of the money 
only twice in 15 starts, and beaten three-fourths 
of a length in the Selima after getting away last. 
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Three-Year-Olds 


HE Chinese system is strongly recommended 

here. Anyone who can untangle the form of 
this year’s 3-year-olds could use the Cretan 
labyrinth for a bowling alley. If a poll had been 
taken every Saturday from about April 15, there 
would have been a different horse at the top of 
the stack every week until well past mid-season. 
Looking over the form, I can do no better than 
endorse the top 2-year-olds of last season, Menow 
and Jacola. Menow couldn't get a mile and a 
quarter, but what he could do he did on practical- 
ly all occasions. He beat War Admiral, which is 
no mean feat in itself. And he was apparently 
well on the way to beating Seabiscuit when a 
tendon gave. When one considers ‘“best’’ horses, 
consistency is certainly a virtue. After a couple 
of trials, every one had a fair idea of what Menow 
could do, and Menow did it with alacrity and dis- 
patch. 

Jacola has the distinction of never running a 
bad race in two seasons. She can go a mile and 
a quarter, and has done it twice this fall. She 
can run in mud or over fast tracks. She turned 
Seabiscuit back by two and a half lengths and 
set a new track record for a mile at Laurel Park. 
Last Saturday she gave weight to most of the 
field in the Washington Handicap, and a beating 
to all of it, finished far in front of Esposa, which 
Was carrying equal weight by scale. Menow for 
the first mile, Jacola for any farther distance. 


California Vote 


NOTHER polling went on in California last 

month, on the subject of the early racing of 
2-year-olds. The California Horse Racing Board 
last spring passed a rule, effective January 1, 
1939, that 2-year-olds should not be raced in 
California before May 1. This was said to be on 
recommendation of the California Breeders’ As- 
sociation. There has been debate on the merits 
of this rule from the beginning, and recently 
Neil McCarthy and Edwin Janss, Jr., both well 
known figures in California racing, sent a post- 
card questionnaire to all California breeders, ask- 
ing their approval or disapproval of the rule. 
From Bay Meadows comes announcement that 
the poll showed a 2-to-1 approval of the present 
rule. 

This experiment always struck me as a good 
one for some other section to make. The cost 
will fall on Californians, who have indicated that 
they know it and approve it. If a wave of Cali- 
fornia-reserved 3-year-olds comes East in 1940 
and makes away with everything, it will be a 
good idea. Otherwise, I shall continue to think 
that four months of the earning life of some 
sprinting 2-year-olds have been wasted.

Empire City 


ITH no particularly notable emphasis, the 

New York racing season for 1938 went 
quietly out at Empire City October 29, as the 12- 
day meeting closed there. Statistics on the sea- 
son in the Empire State are not yet in, but it was 
a successful one, possibly as good as that of last 
year. 
" The closing day of the meeting and season was 
featured by two stakes events. Only four fillies 
answered the bugle for the Autumn Day Stakes, 
the winner proving to be King Ranch’s home- 
bred Ciencia, a half-sister to the Lawrence Reali- 
zation winner Unfailing. The Scarsdale Handi- 
cap also drew a small and undistinguished field, 
with W. A. Carter’s Clodion taking the race from 
Essjaytee. A graded handicap with a $1,200 
purse and two races for maidens of all ages at 
sprint distance supported the feature. The han- 
dicap, at 1 1-16 miles, was won by F. H. William- 
son's Inviting, a Vito gelding which gave Appren- 
tice Warren Yarberry his second win of the day. 
Both of the all-age sprints went to 2-year-olds, 
though older horses started in both events. The 
first was won by Falaise Stable’s Steam Roller, 
by *Swift and Sure, the other by R. V. Boyle's 
Golden Voyage, by *Happy Argo. In the last 
event of the day, the Chilean-bred *Chateau La- 
garde, trained by Hirsch Jacobs, came splashing 
in through the mud to win a $1,500 claiming race, 
and the New York scason was finished. 


Ciencia Beats Smart Crack 


Four 2-year-old fillies came out on Empire 
City’s muddy track October 29 to contest the six- 
teenth running of the Autumn Day Stakes ($2,500 
added, 2-year-old fillies, 5°, furlongs), with T. 
P. Morgan’s Smart Crack (119) an odds-on fa- 
vorite, as the *Kiev filly had won all of her six 
previous starts, including one stakes event, and 
had never been hard pressed. Smart Crack be- 
gan fast, was leading by four lengths after a 
quarter-mile, with Mrs. W. P. Stewart’s Carence 
(110), a *Pharamond II filly, closest to her. Out- 
run at this stage was King Ranch’s Ciencia 
(113), a *Cohort filly which was not a stakes 
winner, though three times second in stakes. 
Ciencia saved ground, improved her position 
gradually, and Apprentice Warren Yarberry had 
her in striking distance rounding the last turn. 
George Woolf took Smart Crack wide entering the 
stretch, and Ciencia drove up to take command, 
began drawing out. Smart Crack came again,

Clodion Goes A Distance 


Last stakes race of the New York season was 
the Scarsdale Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, one mile and 70 yards), run as the 
fifth race on October 29. In the previous race 
T. P. Morgan’s Smart Crack went out to be the 
favorite, with George Woolf in the saddle, got 
beat after taking a big early lead. This was al- 
most exactly the story of the Scarsdale. Mr. 
Morgan's Liberty Flight (3-y-o, 120), was a 
7-to-5 favorite, was ridden by Jockey Woolf, was 
leading by five lengths after a half-mile. Nearest 
in pursuit was W. A. Carter’s Clodion (113), a 
*Pharamond II gelding which, though he had 
essayed middle-distance events this year, had 
been uniformly unsuccessful in them. Clodion, 
ridden by Jack Westrope, gained gradually 
around the turn, was still two lengths behind 
Liberty Flight with a quarter-mile to go.

Third, 
a length away, was B. F. Whitaker’s Mythical 
King (3-y-o, 116), with Liberty Flight fourth, 
three lengths farther back.

Narragansett Park 


OW past the middle of its 27-day meeting, 
Narragansett Park last week ran into a 
streak of wet, cold weather, the worst of the 
meeting thus far, but pari-mutuel play held up 
approximately as well as during the previous 
week. During the fall season the track runs into 
fairly serious competition from football, both as 
a counter-attraction on Saturday afternoons, and 
as a focus for the attention of the sporting public. 
However, the track is doing reasonably well, 
should be able to call its fall meeting a success. 
The mid-week feature, the New England Handi- 
cap for fillies and mares, went to Herman Philips’ 
Fair Stein, a consistent daughter of *Axenstein, 
over three 3-year-old fillies of lesser class. The 
Saturday feature was the richest event of the 
meeting, the $25,000 added New England Fu- 
turity, which resulted in the raising of a new 2- 
year-old to prominence. W. L. Brann’'s Challe- 
don, the most successful juvenile thus far sired 
by *Challenger II, had no great difficulty win- 
ning the event, though his jockey took no chances, 
rode him out to the end. Two allowance events 
helped the class of the day’s card, though the 
sprint for 3-year-olds lost something when Napper 
Tandy was scratched. This race went to Medway 
Stable’s Ghost Queen, a daughter of Dunlin. The 
other allowance race, for older horses at a mile 
and 70 yards, was won by Sanford Stud Farms’ 
Sunport, by *Sun Briar, started Jockey R. Nash 
on a double which he completed in the seventh 
race with the plater Count Me. 

Two $5,000 added stakes are offered this week. 
On Wednesday the Aquidneck Handicap, at 1 1-16 
miles, engaged Bull Lea, Clodion, Mucho Gusto, 
Wise Prince, and 23 others, and on the Saturday 
card the Wannamoisett Handicap, for 2-year-olds 
at 1 1-16 miles, has 15 nominations, including 
Gilded Knight, Heather Time, Briery, Catechism, 
and Mordecai. 


Easy for Fair Stein 


One of the more generous responses to the 
demand of breeders and owners for more filly 
races was made by Narragansett Park, but the 
New England Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, fillies and mares 14 miles) on Oc- 
tober 26 showed no great generosity on the part 
of owners towards Narragansett Park’s stakes. 
There were but 17 original nominations to the 
event, and when the race was run there were 
only four starters, none of any great class.

Challedon's Big Surprise 


There was a good opportunity for an upset in 
the New Engiand Futurity ($25,000 added, 2- 
year-old colts and fillies, one mile and 70 yards) 
at Narragansett Park October 29, since only one 
of the field, Wheatley Stable’s Gilded Knight 
(114) had raced at more than 61, furlongs, and 
that son of *Sir Gallahad III had been soundly 
beaten in his only attempt at longer distance. 
The upset came, with W. L. Brann’s Challedon 
(114), a 14-to-1 outsider, winning without much 
difficulty. 

Mrs. F. A. Carreaud’s Time Alone (117), the 
strong favorite because of a five-length victory in 
the Pawtucket Handicap October 19, took the 
track at the start, ran up a two-length lead over 
J. W. Brown’s T. M. Dorsett (114) in the first 
half mile. Olney (114) was third at this point, 
and Alfred Vanderbilt’s Impound (114), recover- 
ing after stumbling at the start, was fourth. 
Back in sixth place was Challedon, with George 
Seabo letting him find his stride. On the turn 
he moved up smartly, made up the four lengths 
separating him from the leader, and was in front 
when straightened out for the stretch run.

Laurel Park 


ARYLAND’S longest meeting, the 25-day 

session at Laurel Park, came to its conclu- 
sion on October 29. With the diminishing season, 
Maryland now has the best horses in training, 
and the card on closing day was a good one. The 
Spalding Lowe Jenkins Handicap, one mile, for 
2-year-olds, was the occasion of a good win for 
Saratoga Stable’s Volitant, with the Diavolo colt 
Tin Devil running almost as good a race and get- 
ting beat a half-length. The Washington Handi- 
cap, with $15,000 added, proved the fourth suc- 
cessive victory for Mrs. Edward Friendly’s Jacola, 
whose fall campaign, including a victory over 
Seabiscuit, is a testimonial to the care and pa- 
tience of Trainer Selby L. Bruch, who nursed 
the filly into soundness late in September, after 
almost a year’s absence from racing. 

Two of the better sort of claiming races sup- 
ported the stakes. A 1 1-16-mile event was won 
by D. A. Wood's Infidox, an Infinite horse racing 
to be claimed for $5,000, and T. J. Hill’s White 
Cockade, once a stakes horse of considerable 
class, carried a $5,400 claiming tag to victory in 
a six-furiong event. Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s Sun 
Alexandria, by *Sun Briar, won a mile-and-70- 
yard allowance race for 3-year-olds, beating noth- 
ing of importance, though *Kayak II was an 
odds-on favorite in the race. 

Maryland racing turns now to Pimlico, which 
will offer a stakes event each day of its 13-day 
meeting. In order during the first five days of 
the meeting opening November 1 are the Battle- 
ship Steeplechase Handicap, the Baltimore 
Autumn Handicap, the Lady Baltimore Handicap 
for fillies and mares, the Sagamore Handicap, and 
the Riggs Handicap. The latter, feature of the 
first Saturday, is for 3-year-olds and up at 1 3-16 
miles, has an endowment of $10,000. 


Volitant Shows Class 


Usually boomed for 3-year-old honors are the 
best sprinting 2-year-olds of their season, which 
usually fail when asked for distance perform- 
ances. This year El Chico and Johnstown have 
already been cried up as classic prospects for 
1939, but some observers have looked deeper, 
searched for a good 2-year-old which is bred to 
stay, runs like a stayer. Fitting these specifica- 
tions to some extent is Saratoga Stable’s Volitant 
(113), which on October 29 confirmed previous 
opinion by a clever victory in the Spalding Lowe 
Jenkins Handicap ($5,000 added, 2-year-olds, one 
mile), at Laurel Park. 

D. J. Sullivan’s Good Odds (110), by Liberty 
Limited, set the pace for six furlongs, but Voli- 
tant, ridden by Harry Richards, was at his head 
all the way, and as the field entered the stretch 
Good Odds began falling back. From R. C. 
Thatcher’s Diavolo colt Tin Devil (113), which 
had been third all the way, came the next chal- 
lenge. Volitant had a lead of a head at the eighth 
pole, had increased it to a half-length at the 
finish, with both colts racing courageously at the 
end. Six lengths back was Good Odds, with Wil- 
liam Ziegler, Jr.'s Time Sheet (113), by Time 
Maker, three lengths behind him in fourth place. 
In order followed Big Ned (113), Dust to Dust 
(110), Giles County (118), and Chief Onaway 
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(113). The winner was a 3-to-5 favorite. Time, 
12415, :4836, 1:1536, 1:4234, track heavy.

Jacola Wins, Idle Miss Dies 


Unusual circumstance in the history of Mrs. 
Edward Friendly’s Jacola is that, though she has 
made more of her starts in October than in any 
other month, she has never been beaten in Oc- 
tober. As a 2-year-old, she won an overnight 
race and the rich Selima Stakes in October. This 
year, with one victory and one defeat in Septem- 
ber, she raced October 7, won an allowance race; 
raced October 15, beat Seabiscuit in the Laurel 
Stakes; raced October 22, won the Maryland 
Handicap. On October 29 she came out, a strong 
favorite, for the Washington Handicap ($15,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 11, miles), at Laurel, 
got her fourth successive victory. 

Out in front at the start went Mrs. E. G. Lewis’ 
Great Union (3-y-o, 110), unconsidered at 23-to-1 
despite his victory over Esposa, Idle Miss, and 
others at Empire City a week earlier. Behind 
him was Jacola (3-y-0, 117), with Maurice Peters 
biding his time. She gained steadily on the pace- 
maker, was at his head when straightened for the 
run down the stertch. Sammy Renick drove him 
hard, but Jacola gained gradually. At the six- 
teenth pole she got up, drew out to win by a 
length. Ten lengths farther back came Mrs. 
Emil Denemark’s Two Bob (104), with Aneroid 
(117), weakening after six furlongs, fourth a 
neck away. In order followed Esposa (126), 
Regal Lily (110!2), Jolly Tar (3-y-o, 111), and 
Mr. Canron (114). The only other starter, B. F. 
Christmas’ Idle Miss (113), fell at the first turn, 
broke her left hind leg, and was destroyed. Her 
record: 34 starts, nine wins, four seconds, six 
thirds, $28,205 earned. Time, :2335, :4746, 
1:1335, 1:401;, 2:06, track heavy. Stakes divi- 
sion, $15,650, $2,000, $1,000, $750.

Jacola’s pedigree particulars appeared in THE 
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BLOOD-HORSE of September 10, page 358, in con- 
n2ction with the Babylon Handicap victory of her 
half-brother, Johnstown. She has started 17 
times, won 10 races, finished second five times, 
third once, and has earned $64,290. She probably 
deserves ranking as the leading 3-year-old filly of 
the year; in 1937 she was ranked as leading 2- 
year-old filly in the Turf and Sport Digest annual 
poll of Turf writers. 


Seabiscuit's Triumph 


At Pimlico November 1, under good weather 
conditions and over a track which Jervis Spencer, 
Jr., had judged to be fast the morning before the 
race, Glen Riddle Farm’s War Admiral and 
Charles S. Howard’s Seabiscuit, each with 120 
pounds up, met at long last to decide the ques- 
tion of supremacy which has been disputed 
since the $100,000 special at Belmont Park last 
Memorial Day blew up with the withdrawal of 
Seabiscuit. 


For War Admiral it was the twenty-third start; 
for the year-older Seabiscuit it was the eighty- 
fourth. Fer Amcrican breeding it was something 
of a triumph for the Fair Play line, since the two 
horses are, respectively, son and grandson of 
Fair Play’s great son, Man o’ War. With one 
year more on the Turf than War Admiral, Sea- 
biscuit went into the race with earnings of $325,- 
480 (not $331,405, as published), his owner's eyes 
on the $376,744 which makes Willis Sharpe Kil- 
mer’s Sun Beau the leading money winner of the 
world. For War Admiral there was no such shin- 
ing goai, though there have been persistent re- 
ports that he will be sent after the $100,000 
Sania Anita Handicap next March, and victory in 
that event would take him very close to Sun 
Beau’s eminence. Seabiscuit, so long as he is 
sound and unsoured, will race on; War Admiral 
will enter stud next March. 

With Starter George Cassidy substituting for 
James Milton (who deferred to Owner Riddle’s 
never publicly expressed wish), the two great 
handicap leaders got off, from a walk-up start, 
with virtually no delay. 


Under a cloudless sky, some 40,000 persons 
poured into Pimlico, breaking all records for at- 
tendance. Two out of three of them, as reflected 
by the wagering, thought War Admiral would be 
the winner. So great was the throng that NBC’s 
Clem McCarthy, leaving the paddock before the 
bugle called the two horses to the track, could 
not get to the broadcasting booth, roosted on the 
fence at the finish line to call the race, mentally 
blessed Alfred Vanderbilt for removing the 
“hump” from Pimlico’s infield. 

Seabiscuit, edging ahead, broke up the first at- 
tempt at a start; War Admiral broke up the 
second. On the third trial they were off, with 
War Admiral on the inside. Whipped away from 
the start, Seabiscuit immediately did something 
few believed he could do; he outran War Admiral 
down the stretch, came over to the rail on the 
first turn, two lengths in front of War Admiral. 
Turning into the back stretch it was a length and 
a half, then two lengths, then a length and a 
half again. On the back stretch Charley Kurt- 
singer sent the Man o’ War colt forward, and 
he ran up to Seabiscuit, for a moment got his 
head in front. Seabiscuit matched speed with 
speed, took the lead again, and for nearly six fur- 
longs the two battled head-and-head, around the 
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Joe Fleischer, 


Before the running of the War Admiral-Sea- 
biscuit special, Seabiscuit’s Charles 8S. Howard 
smiled broadly, War Admiral’s Samuel D. Riddle 
stayed poker-faced. After the race both expres- 
sions probably grew more pronounced, for Sea- 
biscuit won by four lengths. 


turn, well into the stretch. 

Then with less than a furlong to go, with Kurt- 
singer and Woolf both driving furiously, Pimlico’s 
spectators saw Seabiscuit begin coming away. 
First a length, then two, then three, and Seabis- 
cuit went over the finish line four lengths in 
front, took back the title of champion of the han- 
dicap division which he had lost, in popular opin- 
ion, to War Admiral. When the time was hung 
out, it was seen that Seabiscuit had cut one-fifth 
of a second from Pompoon’s track record, had run 
the 1 3-16 miles in 1:56%;. 

Backers of War Admiral are fairly sure to ex- 
plain that the colt doesn’t like the Pimlico track, 
will point out that Pompoon took him to a hard 
drive in the Preakness, that Masked General,

but for running out on the stretch turn, might 
have beaten him in the Pimlico Special last fall. 
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But they will hardly explain it to the satisfaction 
of Seabiscuit’s connections. 

After the race, Owner Howard, brought before 
a microphone, said, “I’m too excited to talk. I’m 
sorry to beat Mr. Riddle and Mr. Conway, for 
they’re both good sportsmen. But they were 
running against a little too much horse.” Jockey 
Woolf said, “I wish Red had been on him instead 
of me.” (Jockey Red Pollard, regular rider of 
Seabiscuit, is still incapacitated as the result of 
a broken leg suffered last June.) Trainer Tom 
Smith, notoriously a man of few syllables, mut- 
tered into the microphone unwillingly, gave credit 
to horse and jockey. 


For Seabiscuit, the race was the thirty-first 
victory from 84 starts. He has been 14 times 
second, 12 times third, and he has earned $340,- 
480. He had been in fourth place among the 
world’s leading money winners. The purse of 
the special took him to second place, $2,000 past 
Equipoise, $36,000 behind Sun Beau. It is report- 
ed that he will go after the $50,000 added Widener 
Cup Handicap at Hialeah Park this winter, and 
victory in that race would take him to the top. 
For particulars of his pedigree, see THE BLOOD- 
HORSE of April 2, page 573. Since those notes 
were written, his 2-year-old half-sister, Brown 
Biscuit, has won. 


Malone Ruling Reversed 


On October 28 Judge Eugene O’Dunne, Balti- 
more, reversed the recent ruling of the Maryland 
Racing Commission which barred Thomas Ma- 
lone, Philadelphia trainer, from:the Turf for 
participation in the “ringing-in” of a horse at 
Pimlico May 7. The case was remanded to the 
racing commission for a new hearing, with the 
comment that it was the duty of that hody to 
determine who was committing perjury in the 
case, and to report their findings to the State’s 
Attorney for prosecution. Said Judge O’Dunne: 

I take it that nobody would be more anxious to do 
full justice than the Maryland Racing Commission, but 
I want to see that someone is punished for perjury, if 
perjury has been committed. 

In the long run it will still more enhance the repu- 
tation of the racing commission in the community. 

Last May 7 a horse ran at Pimlico as Bye Bye 
Will. It was proved to the satisfaction of the 
commission that this horse was a ringer, and 
Owner M. R. Schwartz and Trainer James King 
were ruled off. They remain ruled off, Judge 
O'Dunne’s reversal applying only to the Malone 
suspension. 

It was apparently established, partly by testi- 
mony of Jockey John Gilbert, that the ringer 
was Uallno, trained by Thomas Malone, who was 
ruled off, and who brought the action before 
Judge O’Dunne. On October 27 the lid blew off 
the case in Judge O’Dunne’s court, when Gilbert, 
who had previously withdrawn a statement that 
he had breezed Uallno at Belmont Park on the 
day of the ringing-in, testified that the original 
statement was true, and that he had been forced 
to withdraw it and submit false evidence under 
pain of being ruled off himself. Judge O’Dunne 
asked the jockey who had so threatened him, 
and Gilbert named Marshall Cassidy, New York 
racing steward. 

Groom John Sweet, who said he had been ruled 
off without any hearing at all, said:

It was represented, also, that the 
commission had taken unsworn testimony and 
statements made by telephone against Malone, 
and it was chiefly on this ground that the re- 
versal was ordered. 

Judge O’Dunne told the commission that it 
was their duty to rehear the case in full and 
take perjury action if they found perjury had 
been committed. He added that the facts testi- 
fied to before him were capable of actual demon- 
stration, and that if he discovered the court had 
been imposed on, he would ask the grand jury 
to consider perjury charges.

KENTUCKY 
Churchill Downs 


HE last phase of Kentucky racing this year 

began October 29 at Louisville, where 
Churchill Downs opened a seven-day meeting. 
There was no stakes on the first day, which was 
featured by a $700 allowance race for 3-year- 
olds and up at a mile, a similar race for 2-year- 
olds at six furlongs, and a $1,000 overnight han- 
dicap at six furlongs. The latter went to the 
utter outsider Miss Bull Dog, owned by Valley 
Grey Farm (Charles H. Ainsworth, Detroit), 
with the favored Last Message beaten two and 
a half lengths. The mile event was won by Val- 
dina Farms’ Diavolo Boy, a Diavolo 3-year-old 
ridden by Nunzio Pariso. The 2-year-old race 
fell to John Marsch’s Lightspur, which had been 
a close third in the Breeders’ Futurity at Keene- 
land a week earlier, and is one of the prospects 
for the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes on No- 
vember 5. 

A field of about 10 was predicted for the one- 
mile Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes, including 
Johnstown, Olney, T. M. Dorsett, Supreme 
Speed, Beau James, Big Hurry, Lightspur, Al- 
legro, and possibly one or two others. 


Continued Investigation 


Further inquiry into the circumstances of the 
Latonia stimulation case which brought about 
the suspension of Trainer Tom B. Young, of 
Lexington, was ordered October 29 by the Ken- 
tucky State Racing Commission. The case had 
aroused other Kentucky horsemen who, person- 
ally convinced that Trainer Young had no part 
in the stimulation, feared that they might also 
suffer by action of outsiders. Said Chairman 
Johnson N. Camden: 

Although Mr. Young was suspended for 60 days 
under the rule holding a trainer responsible for his 
horses, we had reason to believe that someone might 
have tampered with the horse in question. With a 
view of relieving Mr. Young of the odium and un- 
pleasantness which goes with such a suspension we 
employed detectives in hopes of obtaining additional 
evidence. Their report did not enlighten, and we have 
ordered them to continue their investigations.

CALIFORNIA 


Bay Meadows 


HE current week and the following one re- 

main to the 25-day meeting at Bay Meadows, 
which apparently is having satisfactory patron- 
age and betting support through its first weeks. 
After Bay Meadows closes, there is a two-day 
intermission in California’s racing, and on No- 
vember 15 Tanforan begins its meeting, which 
brings fall racing near San Francisco to a close 
December 17. Bay Meadows opens too early in 
the fall to draw horses from Eastern tracks, 
but with the season in the East now drawing 
rapidly to a close, Tanforan may expect to have 
its racing material reinforced by horses shipped 
to California for winter racing. Many of these 
will be rested at Santa Anita, but others will go 
directly to campaigning at Tanforan. 

At Bay Meadows October 29 there were two 
stakes events, the principal one being the $10,- 
000 added Bay Meadows Futurity, which had 
164 original nominations. The race grossed 
above $16,000, and was worth about $12,000 to 
the winner, which was W. E. Boeing’s Bang, an 
Upset colt bred in Kentucky by Thomas Piatt 
(who thus receives a $500 breeder’s award), and 
sold at Saratoga last year for $2,100. Ace Call, 
by *Trace Call and bred by Audley Farm, Berry- 
ville, Va., was second, with Prince Saxon, by 
Peter Saxon (by Saxon), bred by S. G. Young, 
third. 

The other stakes event was the $2,500 Mar- 
velous Marin Handicap, won by C. S. Howard's 
Advocator at the direct expense of the favorite, 
Harry Curland’s Sweepalot. 


Main Man Behind Sweepalot 


Louis B. Mayer's recently purchased Main Man 
won his first start for his California owner Oc- 
tober 8, beating A. M. Koewler’s Capt. Cal a head, 
giving him eight pounds. For the Salinas Han- 
dicap ($2,000 added, all ages, one mile) at Bay 
Meadows October 22 Main Man (127) and Capt. 
Cal (116) were again entered, with Main Man 
again favorite, despite the three-pound weight 
adjustment. Main Man beat Capt. Cal again, but 
it was only for second place, as Mrs. Harry Cur- 
land’s Sweepalot (111), ridden by Jack Adams, 
was in front at every post, led Main Man by a 
length at the finish. Capt. Cal was three-fourths 
of a length farther back, with C. S. Howard's

pedigree appeared in THE BLOOD-HORSE of June 11, 
page 843. 


California Home-Bred Stakes 


When a stakes for California home-breds is 
run, it is a reasonably good bet that the winner 
will be by *Bistouri or Bon Homme, as these 
two stallions, both at C. E. Cooper’s Rancho San 
Luis Rey (*Bisoturi died last spring), have domi- 
nated California breeding for the last few years. 
The California Home-Bred Stakes ($5,000 added, 
2-year-old colts and geldings, six furlongs) at 
Bay Meadows on October 25 fell to a colt carry- 
ing the blood of both stallions. This was High- 
land Springs Stock Farm’s (Louis Almgren’s) 
Smoky Snyder, which came up from _ second 
place and won by a length as the favorite, Hill 
and Riskin’s Alex the Great, faltered. The 
Alexander Pantages colt held on to be an easy 
second, three and a half lengths in front of W. 
E. Boeing’s Dunfrese, with Mrs. V. Phelps’ Car- 
gador fourth, a half-length farther back.

Each starter carried 122 
pounds; Last Hand was the only gelding in the 
race.

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STUD NEWS 


Plans for War Admiral 


AR ADMIRAL, the greatest horse sired by 

the greatest horse of the century, will join 
Man o’ War in the stud at Faraway Farm next 
spring. Announcement to this effect was made 
by Harrie B. Scott, manager of Faraway Farm, 
before he left Lexington Monday of this week to 
see War Admiral race against Seabiscuit at Pim- 
lico Tuesday, November 1. 

Mr. Scott informed THE BLOOD-HORSE that War 
Admiral’s fee in 1939 will be $1,500, with 10 per 
cent additional to insure a live foal; that he will 
not be available for service until about March 15; 
that his book will be limited to 15 mares and 
that no maiden mares will be accepted during his 
first season; and that his book is full. 

Whether or where War Admiral is to be raced 
during the coming winter Mr. Scott did not state. 
Possibly Owner Samuel D. Riddle and Trainer 
George Conway are making up their minds on 
that subject. At any rate, plans for the horse’s 
first season in the stud have been made so as to 
leave him free for winter racing if it is decided 
to continue him in training. 

Mr. Scott did not release the list of breeders 
who have taken subscriptions for War Admiral’s 
first season, but he stated that only one of Mr. 
Riddle’s mares is being bred to him. Thus it ap- 
pears that Mr. Riddle is to pursue a policy the 
opposite of that he has followed with Man o’ War. 
The son is open to the public, the sire has been 
restricted to Faraway mares, with few excep- 
tions. Whether War Admiral in the future will 
be limited to 25 mares, as his sire has been, is 
not yet announced. 


New Remount Stallions 


Recent purchases of young horses to be used 
for Remount duty were announced October 28 
by Lt. Col. Edwin N. Hardy, in charge of the 
East Central Remount Area, with headquarters 
in Lexington. Forest Play, 5-year-old by Chance 
Play—-Forest Nymph, by Luke McLuke, and 
Frisco Kid, 4-year-old by Jean Valjean—Tesu- 
que, by *Troutbeck, were bought from Bomar 
Stable; Saxet, 33-year-old, by Pompey—Hilaria, 
by *Polymelian, was obtained from Jack How- 
ard; and Billbo, 5-year-old, by Babenbaggage— 
Little Indian, by Guy Fortune, was bought from 
Frank P. Letellier.

California Breeders’ Sale 


The yearling sale planned by the California 
Breeders Association will not be a sale of year- 
lings, but of 2-year-olds, it developed last week 
when the organization announced that the auc- 
tion will be held, not in December, but in Janu- 
ary. The sale will be held on the evening of 
Monday, January 9, in the enclosed paddock at 
Hollywood Park, Inglewood, Calif., and accord- 
ing to a news story sent out by B. K. Beckwith 
for the breeders’ organization, ‘will be patterned 
along the more formal lines of the famous sales 
which highlight the summer season of racing at 
Saratoga.” 

Apparently the sale will include breeding stock 
as well as prospective racing material, as the 
story states that the breeders “will put before 
the public at this first sale the top colts, fillies, 
and broodmares of the West.” All the offerings, 
says the story, are California-bred, and thus are 
“eligible for a list of stakes and daily purses 
valued in excess of $250,000.” 

Among the Thoroughbred nurseries repre- 
sented in the catalogue will be Carleton F. 
Burke’s Greenfield Farm, Charles E. Perkins’ 
Alisal Ranch, Charles Cooper’s Rancho San Luis 
Rey, Walter Hoffman’s Rancho Casitas, Ed 
Janss’ Conejo Ranch, Ed Neely’s Happy Canyon 
Ranch, the Dibblee heirs’ Rancho San Julian. 
Doc Bond, of Versailles, Ky., auctioneer for the 
Fasig-Tipton Company at Saratoga, Lexington, 
and elsewhere, will cry the sale. 


Maryland Fall Sale 


To the “Pimlico sale,’ to be held at the Pikes- 
ville Armory, a few miles from Pimlico, 149 
head of Thoroughbreds have been consigned to be 
sold on the evenings of November 7 and 8. About 
60 per cent of the offerings are yearlings, there 
being 90 of these, with 44 broodmares, 11 wean- 
lings, and four stallions, Balko, *By-Pass II, 
Baldpate, and Diecaster. 

Audley Farm, High Acre Farm, R. S. Clark, 
all of Virginia, and Labrot and Company, J. W. 
Y. Martin, and Alfred Vanderbilt, of Maryland, 
make up the greater part of the sale, but the 
largest single consignment comes from W. V.

Sixteen head, all yearlings, are consigned by 
Kentucky owners, all coming from near Hopkins- 
ville, Ky., with Henry Altsheler and T. W. Gar- 
nett, each having seven head, accounting for 14 
of them. 

Two Blenheim yearlings in the sale, it may be 
noted, are not by *Blenheim II, but by an Amer- 
ican-foaled son of Blandford, standing in Virginia. 
Blenheim, imported in utero, was a good stakes 
winner. 

Among the broodmares offered are daughters 
of Peter Pan, Fair Play, Trap Rock, Mad Hatter, 
Ultimus, Pennant, and other prominent stallions. 


FOREIGN 


Foreigners’ Feast 


HE Grand National Steeplechase was won by 

an American-bred, American-owned “half- 
bred” called Battleship. The Derby fell to the 
French importation Bois Roussel. The Ascot 
Gold Cup went to another American-bred, Ameri- 
can-owned “half-bred,’’ Flares. All the money 
in the Cambridgeshire went to French-bred 
horses, and the winner, Helleniqua, made her first 
start in England in the big handicap. (See Eng- 
lish Turf Topics.) 


Last week added another chapter to the story 
of this year’s foreign triumphs on the ancient 
courses of England, the greatest international 
racing ground. The Cesarewitch Stakes (1,500 
sovereigns added, 3-year-olds and up, 21, miles), 
run at Newmarket October 26, second of the two 
big fall handicaps which form the basis of an 
enormous amount of wagering, fell to a horse 
bred, owned, and trained in France and ridden 
by a French jockey. The winner was the Prin- 
cess de Faucigny-Lucinge’s Contrevent, a 3-year- 
old colt which carried only 92 pounds, including 
Jockey Arthur Tucker. 

Second to the invader was J. P. Hornung’s 
Dubonnet, another 3-year-old, handicapped at 105 
pounds, ridden by the redoubtable Gordon Rich- 
ards. Dubonnet finished a length and a half be- 
hind the leader, a similar distance in front of the 
third horse, the 7-year-old Fet, winner in 1936 
and second in 1937. Twenty-eight started, the 
joint favorites being James V. Rank’s Black 
Speck and Sir Woodman Burbridge’s Solonaise, 
each held at 8 to 1. Despite the defeat of the 
favorites, the result was not altogether a triumph 
for the bookmakers, as all three of the placed 
horses were well backed, the first and second at 
100 to 7 each, and Fet at 9 to 1. The day before 
the race Dubonnet was favorite, Contrevent sec- 
ond choice. William Woodward’s Olympus was a 
rank outsider and was badly beaten. 

Contrevent’s fairly short odds must have been 
based to some extent upon the reputation of 
French horses in general as distance runners, as 
there was little in his previous record to indicate 
that he had been given too low a weight in the 
handicap. He did not race at two, and at three 
had won but one race, in July. He finished well 
up on several other occasions, but not against top 
horses. The Casarewitch was his first start out-

Contrevent is a 3-year-old bay colt by Deiri, 
which is by *Aethelstan II out of Desra, by 
Cor yra, Aethelstan II, son of *Teddy, is now 
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owned by a syndicate of Maryland breeders, and 
stood during the 1938 season at Alfred Vander- 
bilt’s Sagamore Farm, at Glyndon. Persian 
Princess, the dam of Contrevent, made only one 
start, at two, and was unplaced. She is by Mc- 
Kinley (By Macdonald II, son of Bay Ronald) 
out of *Sisaga, by Sunflower II (by Sundridge), 
next dam Fair Lassie, by Orme. Fair Lassie was 
out of the Oaks winner Our Lassie, by Ayrshire. 
*Sisaga, which has had foals in England, France, 
and the United States, is dam of the American 
winners Gone Away, Rochambeau, and Shenvalee. 
Fair Lassie is dam of *War Cry and others. Our 
Lassie is ancestress of numerous good horses, in- 
cluding *Jacopo and his half-brother Foray, 
which shortly will enter stud service at Ellerslie 
Stud in Virginia. 


American Yearlings 


Capt. Lionel Montagu has registered names 
for two of the yearlings purchased by the Brit- 
ish Bloodstock Agency at the sales held at Sara- 
toga this year. The colt by Haste out of Epingle 
is called Waitabit, and the colt by Pompey out of 
Permission is named Cold Shore. Both of these 
yearlings, according to a note from E. E. Cous- 
sell of the British Bloodstock Agency, are being 
trained by Walter Earl at Newmarket. 

James V. Rank has given the name Bull Mar- 
ket to the filly by *Bull Dog out of Boursecamp. 

Names have now been assigned to all the nine 
yearlings bought at Saratoga for English own- 
ers, with the exception of the Diavolo—King’s 
Idyll filly. 


ILLINOIS 


Sportsman's Park 


HE Illinois season closed October 31, at 

Sportsman’s Park, where an 18-day meeting 
ended on that date. The track had good 
weather, not much in the way of horses, did 
about as was expected. The entire Illinois sea- 
son was an estimated $800,000 below that of 
1937 in the matter of pari-mutuel turnover, and 
stories possibly motivated by Sportsman’s Park 
management blamed most of the loss on the date 
allotments, which gave the Cicero track 19 days, 
instead of the 24 it had in 1937, with a resultant 
advantage to Aurora. However, since the bet- 
ting drop, even if it proves to be accurately es- 
timated, is less than 2 per cent, it seems to need 
no explanation at all, since it is unusual for two 
seasons in any state to have less than a 2 per 
cent variation.

ONLY ONE was raced four seasons, including two starts at six in 1937, and stamped 
himself as a horse of both speed and stamina. He won 13 of 56 starts, was 15 times second, 
11 times third, and his earnings amounted to $39,495. He did not start at five. 


As a 4-year-old Only One was the winner of five stakes races. His victories included 
the Dixie Handicap, in which he beat Head Play, etc., and the Baltimore Handicap, in 
which he beat Sation, Good Harvest, etc., running six furlongs in 1:1145. At four he also 
won the American Legion Handicap (with 113 pounds up and beating Vicar 118, Identify 
117, Singing Wood 118), the Delaware Handicap (119 up, and beating Chicstraw 114, Black 
Gift 106, etc.), and the Prince Georges Autumn Handicap (carrying top weight of 123 
pounds and heating Purple Knight 106, Thursday 116, by two and one-half lengths). 


Only One ran four times, won one race at two. As a 3-year-old he was second to Ob- 
servant in the Wilson Stakes, second to Sation in Laurel Stakes, third to Discovery and 
Chicstraw in Potomac Handicap, and third to Sation and Happy Go in Capital Handicap. 
At four, Only One was second in the Butler (to Discovery), Queens County (to King Saxon), 
and Yonkers (to Top Row) Handicaps, third in the Metropolitan (to King Saxon and Sing- 
ing Wood), Suburban (to Head Play and Discovery), and Empire City (to Top Row and 
Vicar) Handicaps. In the same season Only One was fourth (to King Saxon, Singing 
Wood, and Sgt. Byrne) in the Carter Handicap. 


Orissa won the Fashion and Clover Stakes, and also produced the winners Oral (at 
two, three, four), Rissa (at two 1937). Orissa is a sister to the winners Acquire (up to 
six), and Carnival (up to six). The second dam Durbar also produced Grattan (Great 
American, Hudson Stakes, and winner up to eight, 1935), and Zevar (up to six, 1935).
